DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-8 and 10-18 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose or render obvious the claimed combination including: a device provide 
volatile liquid material to an atmosphere comprising a reservoir containing volatile liquid 
material, a rod-like tapered transfer member extending therefrom upwardly to transfer 
liquid from the reservoir, and at least one curved separate fibrous diffusion surface 
adapted to receive the liquid from the transfer member and facilitate its evaporation into 
the atmosphere, the diffusion surface extending essentially laterally from the transfer 
member and comprising at least one non-integral, non-porous sheet bearing a surface 
including non-intersecting capillaries, having an extent and a capillarity sufficient to 
allow an appropriate evaporation.
